EUROPEAN 
AND 
AMERICAN 
WAGES, 
The United States Bureau or Labor 
and ¿statistics has recently published 
a very interesting yarnpiet on the sub­ 
ject of wages. It shows that during 
the last five years wages have increas­ 
ed and hours have been shortened 
Doth in the United is tales and Europe. 
The average length ot the working 
day for the eleven trades is shown to 
he 9 nours m this country. 8 1 2 in 
England, 10 in Germany, and bet ween 
lo ana 11 m France and Belgium. The 
average wages per hour in the same 
trades is found to be 3o cents in this 
country, 17 cents in England, 10 cents 
in Germany, 13 cents 
in France, 
and 
6 
cems 
in 
Belgium. 
Thus the skilled American laoorer 
receives twice as much as the English, 
and three times as much as the Ger­ 
man aû d nearly six times as much as 
the Belgian wnose country is the most 
exclusively engaged in manufactures 
of any country in the world. 
A com­ 
mon laborer in America receives a 
larger wage than a sallied workman in 
France or Germany. 
In explanation 
of this difference in wages the pam­ 
phlet shows that there is a corres­ 
ponding difference in the capability of 
the workmen to 
produce results. 
The American laborer being able to 
earn 
more 
because 
he 
accom­ 
plishes 
more 
in 
the 
same 
length of 
time and requires ieos 
money 
expendeded in supervision. 
The pampiet goes on, however, to 
show that in the trades that have 
pushed the hourly wage to the high­ 
est point, the strikes and lockouts 
made necessary to keep them there 
result in so much loss of time that the 
workmen would make more money 
by accepting one-fourth smaller wage 
and putting in full time. This result 
is due to the fact that these trades 
are unionized more completely than 
any others. From the result of the 
investigation, the Department ques­ 
tions the benefit of unionization to 
the laboriDg man and to the country. 
The interesting fart deduced from 
the report seems to be that the high­ 
er wage of the American workingman 
îsidue to his greater ability to pro­ 
duce resuits in the same length of 
timetand notjentirely to the fact that 
therei is less ol competition 
that 
m the old country.
